Few men in private life have been 
more highly esteemed for a construct¬ 
ive Influence on public progress than 
has. Mr. Wyllle. w ho inis often Imtii 
sought as a Republican candidate for 
Governor and t\ S. Senator, hut who 
has rather chosen to nirytn Ids civic 
efforts •from the disinterested stand¬ 
point of a private citizen untram¬ 
melled by party responsibilities. This 
attitude has made him a dangerous 
opponent for a had cause and a valua¬ 
ble sponsor for a good one. /To him 
Is due a major share of credit 1 for the 
passage of the good mads law and the 
launching of I he highw ay building 
program under the bond issue of fifty, 
million dollars. A* president ol the 
West Virginia Good Itoad* Federation 
his method of securing Ibis legislation 
was thorough and 'characteristically 
vigorous. 

‘Beginning in the MM* hu formed 
permanent organizations in the coun¬ 
ties of West Virginia and gained the 
cooperation of 47 of the 55 counties 
of the State. To finance this cam¬ 
paign he did a large part in raising a 
fund of *4.i.ooo, and devoted I# 
months of his own time to I In* work, 
without remuneration and paid' Ills 
own expenses. - Ills effort*, as is well 
known, were rewarded with full suc¬ 
cess. One of the notable results of 
the work has been the Midland Trail. 
Among other public-spirited efforts, 
his vigilant and aggressive opposition 
to Increased gas tales during the past 
two decades has l>een highly valuable 
to the industries arpl domestic con¬ 
sumers of Huntington.- 

Colonel Wyllle was born in Fast 
Liverpool. Ohio, in the heart of the 
celebrated pottery district, September 
I, 1870, the son of John K. and Fan¬ 
nie (Arnold) Wyllle. From boyhood

Double-Time Tractor* 

Add to Farm Profit* 

Washington. — By working their 
tractor* night and duy during the 
••peak" seasons thousands of fanners 
are getting double the value out of 
their machinery and, economists say. 
lending toward the restoration of 
profits In agriculture. 

The Idea developed on the Pacific 
roust, where 23-hour days for one 
tractor and two operators have been 
common for years. TJils year agrl 
cultural engineers hove 7 seen the prac 
lice spread lo Hie grain belts of the 


:#4!nds on the ground, hut If one 
measures it* four faces one finds 
them to he 23 feet, across, which 
means a distance equal , to that ot 
four average men standing on each 
other* heads. The minute hands are 
14 feet long, they would reach higher 
than tlie average room. The swing¬ 
ing pendulum weighs nearly 5uo 
pounds. The figures on the faces are 
each two feet long and the minute 
spaces are a foot square.

Fight for "Womo.'i Right*” 

As early ns 1848 agitation for worn* 
fif* rlgVits wus commenced at Seneca 
Falls. N. by.Likretla Mott and 
FI Isabel h Cady Stanton. Prior to this, 
under some Colonial governor*, worn 
en voted, end at the time of tlie 
American Revolution demanded to be 
included In the government. Susan B 
Anthony become a leader In 1fi48. but 
It was not until 1872 that she made 
the test by voting at the polls. She 
waa arrcated and Aned. but wa* not 
Jailed for refusing to pay her fine, 
which she did In 1875 the first wom¬ 
an suffrage amendment was drafted 
and Introduced In 1878 by Senator 
Sargent of Colorado. Several other 
measures were Introduced later, and 
an amendment to the Constitution was 
passed by the house January 10, 1018. 
and by the senate. 1019. and was rati¬ 
fied by the necessary number of states 
In 1020.
